The park commissioners submit the following report for the 
year ending Dec. 31, 1904:— 


The board was organized March 15, 1904, by the choice of 
Nathan S. Ellis as chairman and Robinson C. Bodfish as secretary. 

A list of public parks in charge of the park commissioners:— 
A small park near village crossing, one small park at the foot of 
Katie Hatch’s hill (so called), the village green (so called), How- 
land park at West Falmouth, and the parks at Falmouth Heights 
presented to the town by Mrs. Elvira M. Goodwin, as follows:— 

The land in and represented by the following avenues: Grand, 
Irving, Vernon, Wyoming, Melrose, Fairmount, Bluff, Lookout, 
Hope, Bellevue, Gertrude, Quinapoxet, Walden, Foot Path, Man- 
chester, Arlington, Sylvan, Chapel Park, Wachusett, Vesper, 
Quinsigamond, Crown, Crescent, Forest, Circular, Central, Central 
Park, Vesta, Echo, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, Indiana, 
Worcester, Montgomery, Dartmouth, Amherst, Elysian, Nan- 
tucket and Deacon. 

Also the land in and represented by the following parks: That 
part of Worcester park south of Grand avenue, Central park, 
Crescent park, Chapel park, a small park between Wyoming and 
Fairmount avenues, and a small park between Gertrude and 
Bellevue avenues. All the above being on a plan of lots drawn 
by E. Boyden & Son of Worcester and recorded in the registry of 
deeds for Barnstable county, book 103, page 575. 

The vote taken March 8, 1804, in reference to the same:— 

Art. 40. Voted unanimously to accept the tracts of land at 
Falmouth Heights deeded to the town of Falmouth by Elvira M. 
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Goodwin of Worcester for park purposes. Voted unanimously, 
by a rising vote, to extend the thanks of this meeting to Mrs. 
Goodwin. 


HOWLAND PARK AT WEST FALMOUTH. 


A tract of some 3 1-2 acres of land on Telegraph hill, West 
Falmouth, the gift of the late W. H. Howland. The approach to 
same is by a private road running east from the stone blacksmith 
shop. 

The U.S. coast survey made application to the board of park 
commissioners for the privilege of taking a coast survey from 
this land, it being the highest point of land in Falmouth, with the 
understanding that they would do nothing but what would beau- 
tify the same; but instead, left the highland denuded of its trees. 

The board has placed the matter before the department of 
commerce and labor at Washington, through our congressman, 
William C. Lovering, and received the following reply:—

Report of the Selectmen. 


Your Board of Selectmen feel that there are matters of im- 
portance, which develop from time to time during the year, which 
the citizens should have brought to their attention that the same 
may be discussed at the annual meeting, and such action taken as 
may be for the best interests of the town. 

The Board has managed the affairs intrusted to it to the best 
of its ability, and look for the support and appreciation of their 
fellow-citizens which it is proper that they have. While a fair 
criticism is welcomed, we would ask that actions of the Board be 
well considered before condemned. 

It has become the custom of the town, of recent years, to 
place the authority of disbursing large amounts of money in other 
hands than those of the Selectmen, so that an account of these 
expenditures does not lay with this Board. The wisdom of this 
may be questioned, although the town seems satisfied with this 
method. 

Tt will be remembered that last year we asked for an appro- 
priation for the construction of a street in Woods Hole. The 
amount was expended and the road constructed, the same proving 
a very great convenience to that section. 

Now it was understood by the Railroad Company that in 
taking their land over which to lay this road that it would not be 
an injury to their yard. The high grade of the road has proved 
that the wash will be considerable, the material so washed being 
of great injury to said Railroad Company. 

Therefore, we shall ask the town for an appropriation to stone 
the road and gutters and put the road in condition to remain per- 


62 


manently in place, and be a credit to the locality where extensive 
improvements are already made. So your Board will recommend 
that this appropriation be made for this purpose. 

The Board has received petitions for the laying out of streets 
and avenues at Megansett, but having in mind the fact that 
the sums expended in recent years in that section of 
the town have been large, we have not granted these petitions. 

There is a matter which we consider of great importance 
which the Board has to deal with, and that is the protection of 
property of the summer residents from mischievous persons. One 
of our summer people, having a fine place in the village, has this 
year suffered considered damage. The Board employed an officer 
to investigate and prosecute offenders, and by faithful work con- 
vieted the guilty party. We reimbursed the officer for his ser- 
vices, which is within the powers of our Board to do, to the 
amount of $25.00, and the results of this conviction will without 
doubt be good. 

The Board’s purpose is to act Loounptly in matters of this 
kind in the future, and would ask that at the annual meeting, 
when making the usual appropriations, that the sum so raised for 
the suppression of Intemperance and Gambling will include the 
suppression of Malicious Mischief. 

We find that the dumping grounds rented in the different 
sections of the town have proved of great importance, 
as the amount of refuse removed from the thickly settled 
parts of the town has been enormous. This year it will be 
necessary to establish one at Falmouth Heights as there is none in 
that locality and the accumulations have become a source of dan- 
ger to health, to say nothing of the unsightliness of this promiscu- 
ous dumping of rubbish.

The Board of Fire Engineers herewith present their annual 
report. The Fire department has an enrollment of eighty-one 
(81) volunteer men. The department, in the various sections, 
has been called out to many small fires during the year. The 
worst fire and the one doing the most damage was at Falmouth 
Heights, night of Sept. 8, 1904. The alarm was given for a fire 
in a stable adjoining tbe Craig House property. The department 
responded promptly, and even with the wooden buildings in close 
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proximity the fire was confined to the building of its origin. We 
have placed a reel and 350 feet of hose on the Heights, and it is 
our purpose to add at least 500 feet more this coming year. 

We are using Boston play pipes, in place of the old shut off 
pipes and will gradually add rubber-lined hose to take the place of 
the old linen hose. 


Fire ALArMs.—A general alarm system is what we need. 
We see the need of it in every case. At Woods Hole a start has 
been made and we hope to be able to enlarge this system from 
time to time. 

We would recommend placing an alarm bell in the tower of 
the Town Hall, struck by batteries and operated by a fire box in 
the east section of the village and one in the west section. 


The new Hose House in Teaticket has been the subject of 
much comment and perhaps unnecessary criticism. The Board of 
Engineers accepted plans of our local architect and awarded the 
contract to our local contractor, F. L. Stevens, for $875. The 
plans were just what the Teaticket section wanted for a building, 
and with the idea that we could use the fire fund for any improve- 
ment of the department, we went to work. We put up a building 
that will meet the wants for all time, and is a credit to the town. 
We put in a stone wall front for $75, that we knew sometime 
would have to be put up to protect the highway, which we think 
would have been more expensive. There is a balance due on the 
contract of the building of $208.25; for the wall front $75, making 
a total due on account of the building, $283.25. We planned for 
this money to come from the general fire fund and this accounts 
for the unexpended appropriation balance in our favor. When 
the bills were presented we were told the money, other than 
special appropriations, for the fire department was for supplies 
only. Rents are and always have been paid from this fund and 
we saw no reason why all bills contracted by your Board of Engi- 
neers should not come and be paid from the fire fund or appropri- 
ation. 


We recommend the sum of $325 be taken from the unex- 
pended fire fund, or appropriation, to pay the balance of the con-

tract of F. L. Stevens, for the wall, for building a brow and grad- 
ing the lot of the Teaticket Hose House. 

We think it is time, and for the best interest of the town, in 
this department, advise the providing of houses for Hose Com- 
panies Nos. 2and 3. We find the best organized department 
where they have houses; suitable places to meet and hold meetings. 
Then, too, the apparatus is in much better condition. 

We shall need new hose this year and many little items of 
supplies for the seven companies of the department. 

We recommend the appointment of an engineer from West 
Falmouth, making one more member to the Board. 

We recommend the re-appropriation of the balance of $124.17 
on the telephone account and $100 additional. 

We recommend the re-appropriation of $1,054.37. We recom- 
mend the appropriation of $275 for rents, and $750 for hose and 
supplies and the general expenses of the department.

HARBOR MASTER. 


Woops Hots, Mass., December 30, 1904. 
To THE HoNoRABLE BOARD OF SELECTMEN OF FALMOUTH: 


I respectfully beg leave to submit the following brief re- 
port: 

I posted at each of the villages copies of our Rules and 
Regulations. I received several applications for moorings and 
located several at North Falmouth, Quissett and Woods Hole, and 
caused some to be moved. The various channels in the different 
harbors have been kept clear, so far as possible, excepting at West 
Falmouth. There a very difficult condition confronts your Har- 
bor Master. There are a lot of boats which are too deep for the 
harbor and the channel is the only place they can get in and out 
ati low tide. 1 shall do all I can to have what boats that can find 
anchorage out of the channel to do so the coming season. 

T petitioned the Light-house Board to place a buoy in the 
westerly side of the channel at Great Harbor, Woods Hole. One 
was placed there and is a great convenience to deep draft vessels. 

I have a petition now in circulation for colored range lights 
to be’placed at the head of Great Harbor, Woods Hole, to enable 
vessels to enter Great Harbor at night. This will be a decided 
improvement to the harbor. 
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I attended a hearing at the Harbor and Land Commissioners’ 
office in Boston, which was given to decide upon a location for a 
wharf at Little Harbor, Woods Hole.

Report of Building Committee on New 


Grammar School Building. 


To THE INHABITANTS OF THE Town OF FALMOUTH:— 


The committee appointed at the last annual town meeting to 
buy necessary land and build a six-room school building, beg leave 
to make the following partial report: 

On March 16, 1904, your committee met and organized by the 
choice of Chas. B. Coombs, chairman, and C.S. Burgess, secretary. 
It seemed advisable by the committee to purchase the lot of © 
land, consisting of three acres, more or less, situated in the rear of 
the old lot, and also the strip on the westerly side as recommended 
by the previous committee. These two parcels of land cost 
$3250.00. Five of the leading architects of the state were then 
selected to submit plans for a school building. After carefully 
considering the matter and visiting several school buildings, re- 
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cently built in Fall River and Woonsocket, R. I., the committee 
voted to accept the plans of Cooper & Bailey of Boston. These 
plans provided for six school rooms and also an assembly hall in 
the third story of the building. 

On June 4th, the plans and estimates for heating and ven- 
tilating the building were considered. The plans of Fuller and 
Warren Co., of Boston, were accepted; their bid being $2,498.00. 

On July 2d, the bids for the construction of the building 
were opened. The following were the bids submitted:—

As all these bids seemed to the committee more than they 
ought to consider, it was voted to leave the assembly hall un- 
finished, and also leave off the expensive wardrobes called for in 
the specifications. 

Mr. Fales and Mr. Duff, the two lowest bidders, were then 
asked to make a second bid. Mr. Fales’ price was $17,000.00 and 
Mr. Duff’s $16,448.00. Mr. Duff was awarded the contract, and 
work was commenced immediately. The contract for the plumb- 
ing was subsequently awarded to the Falmouth Plumbing Co. for 
$1,135.00 

In addition to the above contracts, there will be several other 
items of expense, which were not considered at the time the con- 
tracts were signed. These, together with the architects’ fees, will 
bring the total cost of the building, exclusive of furnishings, and 
including the land purchase, about $25,400.00 The furnishing of 
the building with desks, ete., will cost about $700.00, which we 
will ask the town to appropriate at the annual town meeting. 

The grading of the grounds around the building will be an- 
other necessary item of expense, the full amount of which we are 
not at present able to state. g 

We recommend that the town appropriate a sum sufficient 
to finish off the assembly room on the third floor of the building.

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We also recommend that the town dispose by auction or other- 
wise of the old school building, the proceeds of which to be ap- 
plied to the grading of the grounds.

Report of the Water Commissioners. 


To THE INHABITANTS OF THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH:— 


The water commissioners herewith submit their third annual 
report. At the annual town mecting, held March 8, 1904, the 
town voted to appropriate and raise $5,000.00 for the purpose of 
starting the work of putting in a new water system at Falmouth 
Heights. Owing to the numerous criticisms of the cost of engi- 
neering on the extensions previously put in by the water commis- 
sioners, your board voted to put in this extension under their own 
personal supervision, employing an engineer only for the purpose 
of making a preliminary survey and an inspector to supervise the 
pipe laying. 

Mr. Sleeper of Boston was employed to make the preliminary 
survey. This he did, and in his report designated the streets in 
which the pipe should be laid and the size of pipe for each street 
in order to give the best results in fulfilling the purposes for which 
the system was being built, and also the amount of pipe laying 
that could be done within the limits of the appropriation made by 
the town. We proceeded to make plans, call for bids for material 
and for doing the work, in accordance with the recommendations 
given us by the engineer. When we received the bids for material 
we found but one bidder who would agree to make complete de- 
livery of pipe by the first of June, though our call was for com- 
plete delivery on or before the 10th day of May. The lowest 
bidder could not deliver material before the first of August so we 
were forced to take the bid of the one that could make the earliest 
delivery of material. The contract called for pipe laying to be 
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commenced not later than May 10 and completed June 1, but 
owing to the fact that the first shipment could not be made until 
May 10 from the factory, the contractor could not proceed with 
the work until the arrival of the material on the 19th of May. 
This caused a lengthy delay at the beginning of the work. 

The contractor proceeded with the work on the arrival of the 
material. The great depth to which the pipe had to be laid in 
going through under Deacon’s river, in what is called “made” 
land, (that is where material has been carted in as filling for the 
roadway), caused heavy caving of the sides of the trenches thus 
causing further delay. While still working in this dangerous 
locality, the caulker on the job got caught in a “cave in” and was 
disabled. The rest of the gang went on a strike to prevent any 
possible accident to themselves. The contractor found it very 
difficult to get a gang of men to take their places, which caused a 
still further delay. After the work of pipe laying in the “made” 
road across the flats had been finished, the work of construction 
went on smoothly and without incident to its completion. On 
account of the great number of specials to be set for the accommo- 
dation of the side streets and on account of the layout of the 
streets on the Heights the work of construction was necessarily 
slow. This made it necessary to keep an inspector on the work a 
much longer time than would have been needful under ordinary 
circumstances and conditions and thus very much increased the 
cost of inspection and the extension. Notwithstanding the diffi- 
culties which confronted us, your water commissioners not only 
laid all the pipe set down as the limit of the appropriation by the 
engineer, but in addition thereto laid 1360 feet of 4-inch pipe and 
connected the services on the old system to the new system with 
a very small overrun of the appropriation. We would recommend 
a further appropriation this present year to carry on this work. 

At the same meeting, you voted appropriations for the pur- 
pose of erecting two drinking fountains, one at West Falmouth 
which the town located by its vote, and which was erected as 
dictated by the vote of the town. The locating and erection of 
the fountain for Quissett was left to a committee composed of the 
water commissioners. The fountain for this place was bought at 
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the same time as the one for West Falmouth and on its arrival 
here was at once carted to Quissett and placed on the town’s land, 
close to the old drinking trough, where the town had already es- 
tablished a drinking place. Without any delay the inhabitants of 
Quissett remonstrated against the erection of the fountain in this 
locality and a petition was handed to your committee asking that 
the fountain be erected at the cross roads adjacent to the store of 
Mr. F. P. Davis. As it was impossible to erect the fountain in 
this locality with the amount appropriated by the town, as there 
was no facilities for drainage, there was no other course left for 
your committee to take than to refer the matter back to the town. 
If the town elects to have the fountain erected at the four corners 
then it will be necessary to increase the present appropriation. 

At the same meeting you ordered the commissioners to place 
one or two hydrants between the culvert and the residence of H. 
H. Fay and appropriated $60 for the same. On looking the local- 
ity over, your commissioners decided that two hydrants were 
necessary in this locality for the protection of property and that 
by using special castings and pipe from stock on hand, we would 
be able to set the two hydrants without overrunning the appro- 
priation to any great amount, and hence we set two hydrants in 
this locality. 

The West Falmouth standpipe has been completed and 
accepted by the water commissioners subject to an agreement on 
the part of the contractor to tighten a few rivets that are causing 
a very small leak and to repaint the standpipe in a manner accept- 
able to your commissioners have retained from the contractor’s 
payment $466.63, which is a sufficient sum of money to guarantee 
the fulfilment of this agreement. We completed the pipe line to 
West Falmouth for $32,972.01 which left a balance of the appro- 
priation for this extension of $7,027.99 for the building of a 
standpipe. We let the contract for the foundation for 
$1,443.51 and the contract to build the standpipe for $4,975 which 
left $609.48 to pay incidental and inspection expenses which we 
hoped would allow us to finish the work with a small overrun of 
the appropriation, but in this we were disappointed as the work 
completed, without grading and concreting, cost $41,641.59. We 
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regret the necessity that forced itself upon us of overrunning the 
appropriation to this extent. Your board of water commissioners 
sharply criticised the engineer for allowing this to occur. In 
reply he wrote us:— 

“Concerning the cost of engineering the design and con- 
struction of this standpipe, I agree that it is far in excess of what 
it would have been under normal conditions, but for this state of 
affairs I do not consider Iam responsible. It is simply one of 
those cases where in view of the fact that the work being done by 
the contractor was delinquent, inaccurate, shiftless, contrary to 
the contract and plans, and otherwise of such a nature that it was 
necessary to go to unusual expense in the way of engineering and 
inspection in order to secure a standpipe and observatory such as 
was bargained for and would be safe and serviceable. 

“In addition to the expense which the contractor forced you 
to, keeping an engineer and inspector for a period of nearly eight 
months instead of two months as provided for by the contract, 
there was additional cost on account of the special design for 
using the standpipe as an observatory, which required special cal- 
culations and detailed drawings which would otherwise not have 
been necessary, and also for the check-levelling which became neces- 
sary in view of the fact that this was a second standpipe instead of 
the first of the system. 

“Concerning the keeping of an inspector constantly on the 
work, I have to say that in view of the nature of the contractor’s 
methods, the amount and number of defective materials and work 
that were rejected, replaced or remedied, amounting to approxi- 
mately eighty-eight items, not including leaky rivets, that were 
replaced or caulked, I have no hesitation in saying that it was 
absolutely necessary. Without this constant and careful inspec- 
tion I should have no confidence as to the stability, value and 
reliability of the standpipe and observatory, which I believe with 
the aid of this inspection and the heroic measures taken to force 
the contractor to complete his work in a first class manner, is now 
such a structure as can be relied upon.” 

As an explanation of the situation, we would say that Mr. 
Walsh was the lowest bidder for the work, his bid being $1,686 
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below the next lowest bidder. Before entering into a contract 
with him, our engineer, for the water commissioners, looked up 
the references given us by Mr. Walsh, and in every case very 
favorable reports were given us, both of the man and his work. 
Even if we had known or foreseen the trouble this man was going 
to give us‘ and had given the contract to the next lowest bidder, 
it would have cost us $200 more than it had.” 

Our engineer, in his specifications for the standpipe, recom- 
mended the grading of the lot and seeding it down in 
order to prevent washing away of the surface and he also re- 
commended a concrete embankment around the foundation wall 
and the base of the tank. Owing to the fact that the building of 
the standpipe had overrun the appropriation, the commissioners 
have left this part of the work undone. When the engineer 
learned our intentions in regard to this, he wrote us:— 

“T oreatly regret this, as the concrete is not intended merely 
for a walk around the standpipe, but is an essential part of the 
whole design, and intended for the protection of the foundation, 
the angle iron around the bottom of the tank, the mortar bed: of 
the tank on the foundation and the grading near the foundation. 
I consider it of vital importance to the welfare of the whole 
structure.” 

Your commissioners would therefore recommend that an ap- 
propriation be made for this purpose and to reimburse the water 
department in the amount paid from the water funds on the con- 
tract for the standpipe. 

At the annual town meeting you appropriated $2,000.00 for 
the purpose of building an extension to the pumping station. 
Contracts were immediately let for the doing of the work and the 
rooms have been occupied by the engineer for some months. 
During the year a large amount of repairs on the pumping station 
building have had to be made. The floor and floor timbers in the 
engine room became so much decayed that it became necessary to 
replace them with new materials. Valves on the machinery be- 
came defective and had to be replaced by new ones. The piping 
in the plumbing became leaky and rotten and had to be replaced. 
The work of repairing the machinery at the pumping station is 
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now done and always has been done by the engineer at the pump- 
ing station, and the only expense in connection with this is the 
buying of the necessary material. 

In our last annual report we called your attention to the fact 
that your water commissioners had been unable to sell the bonds 
of the town except at a rate below par and that they had made a 
temporary loan, pledging the bonds as collateral in anticipation of 
a better market. When we called for bids for these bonds in 
1903 the best offer we got was on the basis of a 4% bond, that 
was a bid of $931.60 per $1,000.00 bond bearing 3 1-2% interest, 
or a discount of $2,736.00 on the $40,000.00 issue. We continued 
to borrow on these bonds until October 4, 1904, on which date we 
sold them at a premium of $54.80 on the series. The carrying 
of this loan cost the town 199.17 in excess of the 
income from the coupons. This leaves a clear saving to the town 
of $2,581.63. 

The increase in the cost of maintenance as shown by the 
financial statement accompanying this report is due to the repairs 
that became necessary at Falmouth Heights when the pressure of 
the new system was turned on to the old pipes on the side streets. 
Numerous breaks oceurred and continual work of repair had to be 
carried on for weeks before the inhabitants of the Heights could 
have a reliable supply of water. Im addition to this extra expense 
a still further expense was incurred in selling water to the stone 
road contractors where the commissioners were forced to furnish 
men at the hydrants to protect the town’s interests and keep an 
account of water sold. This part of the expenditures shown in 
the maintenance account is paid back to the town by the contrac- 
tors in the income from water sold to them. 

The order of the town referring to the extention petitioned 
for by the residents of East Falmouth has had due attention. An 
engineer has made a survey and has handed to us his report and a 
set of plans of this extension. The proposed extension is to be of 
eight inch pipe, running from the residence of W. E.Lawrence to 
the residence of John H. Robinson and a six inch pipe for the 
loop in East Falmouth. There will be needed 15,500 feet of eight 
inch pipe, 3,031 feet of six inch pipe and 24 feet of four inch pipe, 
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28 gates and 17 hydrants. The estimated cost at the present 
price of material is $18,305.09. 

By referring to the financial statement accompanying this 
report, you will see that the assessed revenue of the plant, includ- 
ing the appropriation for hydrant service, for this year is $1,387.98 
in excess of the expenditures.

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Report of the Stone Road Committee. 


To THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN or FALMOUTH:— 


At the last annual town meeting you voted to accept the 
proposition of the Massachusetts highway commission submitted 
to you and directed your committee to proceed with the building 
of the macadam road, previously authorized, without further delay. 
In consequence of your action, we at once accepted in the name of 
the town the proposition of the commission. The actual construc- 
tion of the roads was begun at the earliest possible moment and 
was carried on diligently. 

From the appropriation entrusted to them, there remains for 
your committee to stone the portion of the road in the village of 
Falmouth from a point near the drinking fountain at the end of 
the Green to the corner of Palmer avenue near the residence of 
Mr. Solomon D. Robinson, and some portion of the north section 
not covered by the contracts of the past year. This work it is 
proposed to take up as soon as the roads can be worked. 

At the special town meeting an appropriation of $1,000 was 
made for drainage purposes, $800 of which was appropriated to 
drain that portion of the road from the Green to the junction of 
the north-and-south road, above referred to. The Massachusetts 
highway commission caused a survey and estimate of cost of the 
proposed system to be made, and report as follows:— 

“The following is an estimate of the probable cost of the pro- 
posed drainage system on the Falmouth Village road. The prices 
given are the same as those contained in the preliminary estimates 
of the north and south roads.

It is planned to carry this drainage to a catch basin at station 
124-12, on the right, near the entrance to the church grounds, 
and from said catch basin to an outlet by about 390 feet 
of 12 in. pipe laid this summer by the contractor on the 
Village section. This pipe takes the surface drainage as far back 
as station 7, and the increased area caused by the proposed addi- 
tional system may overtax the capacity of the outlet pipe for a 
short time in a very severe storm; but in general it is thought that 
the outlet is sufficient. If at any time it is decided to increase 
the size of the outlet pipe, a larger pipe can be laid by the town 
under the sidewalk in such a way as not to disturb the macadam.” 

After consultation with your selectmen, it was decided to 
postpone any action until the matter could be again submitted to 
the town meeting. Your committee recommend that an additional 
appropriation be made sufficient to cover the cost of the work. 

When the road leading into the village of Woods Hole was 
laid out, your committee acting, as they believed, on the request 
of the largest abutting property interests, consented to a change 
in the grade of Main St., in Woods Hole from a point near the 
Post Office to Depot St. The road was built as desired, and, in 
the opinion of the engineers, is an improvement on the former 
grade. The sides of the street, however, were left in a condition 
which has given rise to considerable criticism on the part of the 
residents of Woods Hole. 

In consequence of the complaints made to them, your select- 
men addressed the following letter:— 
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“FauLMouTH, Mass., Dic. 5th, 1904. 
“To THE Hon. BOARD OF STONE ROAD COMMITTEE, 


Gentlemen:—In looking over the work done by your com- 
mittee in Woods Hole, we find that in the grading of the street in 
the village, the abutting owners have their property left in a very 
unsatisfactory condition, and that it will require quite a large sum 
of money to satisfy these abutters, and to put the streets in as 
good condition as before the stone was applied. 

Therefore we think it proper to ask your committee whether 
it is intended to remedy these defects, or whether it 
will be necessary to ask the coming town meeting to make an 
appropriation for that purpose. We do this that the town may be 
guarded against any suit for damages which may be brought by 
injured abutters. 

An early reply will be appreciated by this board.

It is believed that no portion of the funds appropriated for 
the construction of stone roads can properly be applied to the 
construction of sidewalks or the improvement of adjoining proper- 
ty. The commissioners and their engineers have been over the 
ground and will furnish an estimate of the probable cost of putting 
the sides of the street in a satisfactory condition. This estimate 

will be submitted to the town meeting. 
The detailed report of the Massachusetts highway commission 
is presented herewith. It will be noticed that the “Summary of 
Expenditures” in the report shows a larger expenditure than 
shown by the report of the town treasurer. This is owing to the 
fact that the full amount of the estimates approved by the com- 
mission have not yet been paid.

At your request, the Massachusetts Highway Commission 
submits the following report relating to the broken stone roads 
built in the town of Falmouth in the year 1904. 

Early in the year 1903, the Commission was asked by your 
Committee to contract with you to. construct a road from the 
Bourne line on the north to the village of Woods Hole and from 
the intersection of that line in Falmouth Village to the village of 
Waquoit, the contract amount not to exceed the sum of $50,000. 
It stipulated that such portions of the road as the Massachusetts 
Highway Commission should consider to be suitable, be taken as a 
portion of the State highway system. During that year many 
conferences were held between your Committee and this Board, 
but with the exception of getting surveys and plans of the road 
prepared, no substantial progress was made. 

The principal obstacle which prevented the actual construc- 
tion of the roads was a legal one. The Commission has no 
authority to accept the proposition of the town as stated in the 
vote at the town meeting. Careful studies of the proposed work 
were made, however, and drafts of the contracts were prepared. 


On May 9, 1903. the following letter was sent to the com- 
mittee:— 
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“Mr. H.H. Fay, 
Chairman of: Committee, 
28 State St., Boston, Mass. 


Dear Sir:—The Commissioners at their meeting held May 7th 
directed me to reply to your letter of May 6th, in which you ask 
several questions regarding the construction of macadam roads in 
the town of Falmouth, as follows: 

The Commission is willing to supervise the construction of so 
much of the roads between the Bourne line and Railroad Ave. in 
Woods Hole and between Falmouth Village and Waquoit Village 
as can be built for the $50,000 appropriated by the town, provided 
the town will give the Commissioners authority to see that said 
road or roads are built in accordance with their plans and_ specifi- 
cations. 

After the completion of the work which may be covered by 
this $50,000 to the satisfaction of the Commissioners, they will be 
willing to lay out and accept all of said roads, excepting that part 
of the road in Falmouth Village which the Board looks upon as a 
village street, and that part of the road in Woods Hole Village 
which is located south of the cross road leading to Nobska Light. 

In the opinion of the Commission, no part of the $50,000 re- 
ferred to above should be used to pay for the reconstruction of 
certain sections of the macadam, which reconstruction is necessi- 
tated by the railway track’s being located too near the centre of 
macadam, but that this cost should be borne by the railway com- 
pany. 

The Commission further agrees that, after the towns ap- 
propriation of $50,000 has been expended, those portions of the 
roads in question which remain unbuilt (excepting, of course, 
those sections above referred to which the Commission says it will 
not include in the State highway system) will be taken up by the 
Commission from year to year as the funds in its hands will war- 
rant, taking into account the wants of the other parts of Barn- 
stable County.

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In further explanation of the attitude of the Commission, the 
following letter was sent to the Committee.

Dear Sir:—In response to an inquiry made by your Commit- 

tee when at this office Tuesday, May 26th, I am directed by the 
Commission to say that, from the appropriation recently made by 
the legislature, it will allot to the town of Falmouth the sum of 
$5,000 for each of the next four years, beginning with the year 1904, 
or as: much thereof as may be necessary to complete the work re- 
ferred to in my letter to you dated May 9, 1908; and that if the 
amount of the four years’ allotments is not sufficient to complete 
said work, the Commission will make further yearly allotments of 
not more than $0,000 until the completion of said work, provided 
appropriations.are made by the legislature for the work of the 
Commission. It is hoped by the Commission, however, that the 
$20,000 which it proposes to furnish during the next four years 
will complete the work. 

This letter is sent to you as a definite explanation of the 
policy of the Commission on the matter of road construction in 
Falmouth, as expressed in a general way in the last paragraph of 
my letter of May 9th, above referred to.

On March 14, 1904, the following vote was passed by the 
Stone Roads Committee: 

“Voted to accept the proposition of the Massachusetts High- 
way Commission for the building of a macadam road in the town 
of Falmouth as expressed in their letter of May 28, 1908. 

Voted to proceed with the building of the macadam road 
without further delay.” 
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On the receipt of notice of the passage of the votes above 
mentionéd, the Commission immediately perfected the contracts 


for the work, advertised for bids in. the name of the Committee... 


and the proposals were opened at the office of the Commission at 
Boston on April 21, 1904, in the presence of the Committee. 

The work was let in three parts, called the Village Section, 
5,600 feet in length (1.06 miles), the South Section, 11,878 feet 
in length (2.25 miles) and the North Section, 32,098 feet in length 
(6.08 miles). 

By the “North Section” is meant that portion of the road 
between the Bourne town line and the village of Falmouth, by | 
the “South Section” that portion between the village of Falmouth 
and Woods Hole, by the “Village Section” that portion of the 
road lying within the village of Falmouth. The contracts each 
provided that the Massachusetts Highway Commission should act 
as the Engineer of the Committee. The North and South sections 
were awarded to Bruno & Milano, of Boston, the Village section 
to Wm. H. Mague, of West Newton, these contractors having 
been the lowest bidders. 

Appended is a summary of the bids received on each section. 

These section will be discussed in the order in which tbe 
work was begun. 


VILLAGE SECTION. 


Work was begun on this section by the contractor May 4, 
1904, and the Committee was notified of its satisfactory comple- 
tion by a letter dated July 23, 1904. The broken stone for 
surfacing consisted of trap rock. The roadway constructed 
averaged 29 feet in width and the broken stone was 4 inches in 
depth after rolling.

The statements of expenditure are made up from the records 
of this office, in part, and in part from data furnished by your 
Committee, and they include all of the expenditures, so far as this 
Board has knowledge, made previous to January 1, 1905. 

All engineering expenses previous to April, 1904, were charged 
by the Commission against the State Highway Fund, they being 
considered as incidental to the advice given the town. There ap- 
‘pears to be ample authority for such expenses in the Statutes. 
Since April, 1904, all engineering expenses, except railroad mile- 
age, have been paid out at the Stone Road Fund under the control 
‘of your Committee. 

Mr. Charles H. Howes served as Resident a on all of 
the work herein referred to. 
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Carrying out its understanding with your Canines and lis 
as it believes, with, the approval of your townspeople, the Commis- 
sion on December 29, 1904, laid out as State highways certain 
portions of. the road constructed under the contracts before 
referred to, and also certain portions of the road macadamized 
previous to last year, .so that at the present time there are State 
highways as follows in Falmouth. 

Commencing at the Bourne line, the State highway extends 
southerly to a point about 530 feet north of the new bridge over 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad. 

The next section begins at a point near the division line 
between the land of Charles Miller and the land of the Cape Cod 
Street Railway Company (formerly land of G. Leach), about 570 
feet south of the new bridge over the railroad, and extends to a 
point about 350 feet south of the division line between the land of 
the estate of Samuel Eldred and Charles Miller, near Molly’s 
Swamp, so called. 

The next section commences at a point on the south side of 
said Swamp, about 130 feet north of the division line between 
the land of John W. Avery and one Fany, and runs southerly to 

the north side of Main street. 

¢ The next section commences at the south side of Main street, 
about, 300 feet from the ending of the North road, and extends 

“southerly to the easterly side of Church street, near Woods Hole 
village. 

"The State highway as at present laid out north of Falmouth 
Village is 40,724.feet (7.71 miles) in length. , South of Falmonth 
Village, the State highway is 18,081.68 feet ic 492 miles) i in length, 
making @ a total of 58,805.68 feet (11.13 miles)’ of State highway. 

lt, is expected that as soon as the County Commissioners have 
perfected their layout, that the section at Molly’ s Swamp and at 
the railroad crossing, both aggregating 46 of a mile in length, 
will be included i in the State highway. It is not expected that 
the remaining portions of the North and South roads or the Vil- 
lage section will be included. 

Of the State highway north of the village, a length of 6148 
feet (1.16 miles) is in bad condition. It should be resurfaced as 
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soon as possible. The remainder of the road constructed previous 


to 1904 is in good condition.

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Report of the Auditors. 


FOR THE YEAR 1904. 


To THE PEOPLE OF FALMOUTH:— 


It is the aim of the auditors to make the town report of each 
year an improvement over the one of the previous year, and we 
have at various times made some changes that we thought neces- 
sary and if any board or member of board has any grievance we 
are willing to entertain it but think the case should be presented 
in proper form and properly signed or in person. 

The reports of the different departments have been handed to 
us and while some of them are not what we would like, we are 
compelled to print them as presented provided the figures are 
correct. , 

It gives the auditors no pleasure to call attention to errors or 
omissions and it gets monotonous to harp on the same things year 
after year and have the officers pay no attention and the people of 
the town appear indifferent or hostile. 

The board of auditors are of one mind and have been so in 
the past and feel as though they must do their sworn duty even if 
it hits officials whom we meet in our lives every day and are per- 
sonal friends but differ in the conduct of town affairs. 

The first thing we call your attention to is the matter of 
proper qualification of officers elected, the laws requires that they 
be sworn within a stated time and not perform the duties of their 
office Without being duly qualified. 
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We find that many important officers have not taken the oath 
of office and are not qualified to perform the duties of their office. 

We recommend that the town clerk use his authority as re- 
quired by his office. 

We commend the town clerk and clerk of the selectmen for 
the neatness and correctness of their books and recommend that 
some officers follow their example. 

We have had the same trouble as last year; some departments, 
instead of using the system adopted by the town, have used a 
system of their own and when the auditors come to take the 
books, they have to spend time to make them agree. 

The present system of keeping the books has never been 
thoroughly tried but if all would work together and compare 
books at least once a month, it would be a comparative easy mat- 
ter to audit the accounts. 

We think that the street dep: 
ized more fully and while the auditors took great pains to have 
the report sent to the printer properly numbered there was a mis- 
take made at that office and several items appear in the sectional 
labor that should not appear there. 

In this department we find many bills that we do not consider 
properly itemized. 

This department handles a large amount of money and_ the 


‘rtment’s report should be item- 


town should instruct the highway surveyor to hold no other 
office and if the present salary is not large enough, make it larger. 

When you consider that outside of handling the sum of over 
twenty-two thousand dollars, you have placed the highway 
surveyor on the park commissioners board and on the stone road 
committee, you can see that he can not give the attention to the 
streets that he should. 

We do not think any foreman on any piece of work should 
collect money on men at work under him and put a part of the 
wages in his pocket. 

We do not begrudge any man his hire but in the case of C. 
W. Robbins at the Greens pond bridge, we do not think he has a 
right to hire laborers at $2.00 per day and collect carpenter wages 
of the town at $2.75 and put the difference in his pocket. 
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We have called it to the attention of Mr. Ellis who says he 
did not know it was being done, but if he had insisted on the 
proper itemizing of the bills he would have known it. 

As Mr. Robbins was appointed foreman of the piece of work 
and did not have any contract, we claim that each man at work on 
this job should have made out his bill to the town and have it ap- 
proved by the foreman and paid as other labor bills are paid. 

We think that each bill of coal furnished the town for what- 
ever purpose should be accompanied by a sworn certificate of 
weight. 

We are glad to call attention to the action of the herring com- 
mittee and they should be upheld in holding up what they con- 
sider an unjust bill. 

We are glad to call attention to the water commissioners’ re- 
port, full and complete. 

It is gratifying to see such an important department on a 
paying basis but not so gratifying to see such a large amount due 
for water. 

We recommend that the town print a list of delinquent water 
takers. 

Weare glad to see that our suggestion of last year was 
heeded and that there has been an improvement in keeping the 
tax accounts. 

As the collector had his money for several years lumped we 
have worked with him and have the accounts as we think they 
should be. 

Some method should be adopted to audit bills before they are 
paid and we recommend that the town authorize the selectmen to 
have that power. 

According to the vote of the town the auditors were com- 
pelled to meet every three months and after October Ist once per 
month for the balance of the year. We do not think this is 
necessary and think they should not be required to meet before 
Dee. 1st of each year. 

After the miscellaneous account was made up we requested 
the highway surveyor to take the amount of $49.00 off of 
this account and put it on the road machine account where it be- 
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longed. This was done but in the recapitulation table the original 
figures were taken and so the miscellaneous account and the road 
machine account do not agree in the two places, but it does not 
affect the total amount.

Superintendent’s Report. 


To the School Committee of Falmouth: 


I hereby present you my tenth annual report, which is 
also the twenty-second in the series of reports presented by 
the Superintendent of Schools.

By examining the foregoing statistics it will be noticed that 
the enrollment in the schools for the year ending last June, is 561, 
an increase of 37 over the preceding year, or about 7 percent. 
The average daily attendance shows an increase of 43 over the 
year before, or a little over 9 percent. The percent of attendance 
is also somewhat larger, being 90.2 for the year just ended, as 
against 88, for the preceding year. These figures clearly show that 
the child population of our town is on the increase. 

The number of cases of tardiness has been somewhat lessened; 
but there is still room for much improvement in this direction. When 
children are absent or tardy, parents should write a note to the 
teacher explaining the cause. This serves two purposes—it 


apprises the teacher of the reason for the delinquent pupil, and at 
the same time impresses upon the mind of the pupil the great 
importance of being punctual at his place of business, the school. 

“If there is one virtue that should be cultivated more than 
another by him who would succeed in life, it is punctuality; if 
there is one error that should be avoided, it is being behind time.” 

Contagious diseases have not interfered with the work to any 
great extent. The Board of Health has been vigilant in their en- 
deavor to keep contagious diseases and other infections from 
spreading.

THE NEW SCHOOL BUILDING. 


For many years the matter of a new school building for the 
Village primary and grammar schools has been agitated, it having 
been almost constantly before the voters of the town during the 
past ten years. The old school building has been in use nearly a 
half century. It has indeed served its purpose well and at this 
time of its passing, many feel a deep reverence for its class rooms 
and its other associations. Many are the sons and daughters of 
Falmouth who have received instruction within its walls. Let us 
bid it a kind adieu. 


At the annual town meeting of 1904 it was voted “that the 
sum of twenty-five thousand dollars be raised and appropriated for 
the purpose of buying any necessary land, the building of a six 
room school building, fully equipped with heating and ventilating 
apparatus and sanitary plumbing.” lt was also voted that the 
school. committee, together with Franklin P. Robinson and 
Francis M. Hatch, be chosen a committee to carry out the work. 

The first thing done was to purchase the three acres of land 
adjoining the school house lot, making in all about four acres. It 
is indeed difficult to imagine a more nearly ideal playground than 
this one. The land is gently rolling, yet most of it is high and 
dry. The value of such a playground cannot be overestimated. 
Not all people realize fully the great importance of ample play 
room in every well conducted educational plant. 

After inspecting various plans for a building, the one pre- 
sented by Messrs. Cooper and Bailey was selected by the building 
committee. 

Ground was broken early in July for the erection of the 
schoolhouse. The building stands on a substantial stone founda- 
tion and is well built throughout. There are three classrooms on 
the first floor, one 24x35 feet and two 28x32 feet. The rooms on 
the second floor are of the same size and similarly located. The 
glass surface in each room equals ‘nearly one-fourth the floor 
surface. It is believed that this ample arrangement for light will 
prove sufficient. Every room has a bookease, built into the 
building, with glass doors and a cabinet for 300 books. The 
blackboards are on two sides of the rooms and are of natural 
slate. 

On the landing between the first and second floors are 
situated two teachers’ rooms. A corridor, 14 feet wide, extends 
across the entire width of the building on each floor. These 
corridors are furnished with clothes racks, foot warmers and drink- 
ing fountains. 

It was found that an assembly hall could be placed on the 
third floor at a comparatively small cost. This hall is not finished 
at the present time; but it is hoped that it may be in the near 
future. The hall will seat four hundred people exclusive of the 


stage. When this hall is completed, it will enable all the children 
in the school to be assembled for general exercises, etc. This hall, 
I am sure, will prove a valuable adjunct not only to the school, 
but for other educational interests as well. It might justly be 
called the educational hall of the community. 

The building is wired for electricity and has a complete 
system of telephones and electric buttons radiating from the 
principal’s room to all the rooms in the building. All the outside 
doors are so arranged that they cannot be locked from the inside. 
All partitions are fire-stopped and the stairways are plastered on 
metal lath. 

The schoolrooms and assembly hall are heated by means of 
hot-air furnaces. The corridors and teachers’ rooms are heated by 
steam. The heating, ventilating and sanitary equipments meet the 
requirements of the Massachusetts state department. 

In the basement are toilet rooms, play rooms, the janitor’s 
room, three furnaces, a steam boiler and coal bins. 

The exterior of the building is stained green with white 
trimmings. The interior walls are tinted a light green, so as to 
modify the light for the pupils. 

Thus, through the generosity of the people, one more modern, 
well equipped school building is added to Falmouth’s school 
system. 


EQUIPMENT. 


No one will question the wisdom of providing our schools 
with all necessary helps to good work. It is with no small degree 
of satisfaction that I mention the equipment of our schools. 
While they are among the best equipped rural schools of the state, 
there is yet much to be done. As new ideas are incorporated up 
to date apparatus must be supplied. It is thus seen that we must 
constantly add to our equipment. 

It is not good policy to allow books and other materials to 
become antiquated before replacing them with a new supply. It 
is a good plan to add some new material to the schools each year, 
and thus keep the equipment up to date. 
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We have a fairly good supply of maps, globes, charts and 
reference books. A set of Universal Cyclopedia and Atlas, an 
excellent work, was recently placed in the village grammar school. 
The Woods Hole grammar school was supplied with a set of Cy- 
clopedia a few years ago. Several of the other schools also have 
sets of cyclopedias. 

A good installment of physical apparatus has recently been 
placed in the playrooms of the high school. 

I would suggest that the grammar school at West Falmouth 
be equipped with single seats instead of the double seats now in 
use there. When each pupil has a seat of his own his opportunity 
for work is greatly increased. 


SCHOOL ROOM DECORATION. 


This is a subject that is attracting much attention of late 
among those who are interested in school affairs. It is a matter 
that will be more and more agitated as time goes on. 

It is conceded by every one that there is great educational 
force in one’s surroundings. Well kept school grounds, nicely 
tinted walls and clean floors are in themselves no small part of an 
education. The child who is brought in daily contact with artis- 
tic environments has a strong incentive to right living. 

Several pictures and pieces of statuary have been placed in 
the high school building the past year. Mrs. Celia D. Bourne 
donated a large steel engraving entitled, “Our Authors,” to the 
village grammar school. A very commendable interest was mani- 
fested last summer by the summer residents of North Falmouth. 
Through their efforts a sum of nearly one hundred dollars was 
raised which was spent for pictures for the school room. In con- 
sequence of which the school room at North Falmouth is one of 
the best decorated rooms in town. 

To properly furnish the new grammar school building in the 
village of Falmouth with suitable pictures and casts is indeed no 
light undertaking, and will necessarily involve some expense. 
Such things cannot be done at once, but we are confident that 
when the proper time comes the necessary means will be forth- 
coming.

TEACHERS. 


During the nine years of my superintendency here, seventy- 
one different teachers have been employed. Of these only two 
are in the ranks to day. Six resigned for better places. Fifty 
one gave up teaching for various reasons, among which were ill 
health, further study, to enter business and marriage—the last 
being by no means the least of the causes that tend to deplete the 
ranks. ‘T'en teachers were not re-elected and two were dismissed. 

These statistics show how short is the life of the average’ 
teacher. Itis better, however, to have good teachers a short 
time than to have poor teachers a long while. 

The educational and professional qualifications of our teachers 
are gradually increasing. We have more teachers on the roll who 

have normal school or other professional training. _ Teachers 
meetings are willingly attended, and all seem to realize the 
magnitude of the work in hand. 

Some changes in our teaching corps have taken place during 
the past year. At the close of the year Mr. A. M. Eldredge, 
principal of the Woods Hole school resigned, having been chosen 
to a better position in Worcester. Mr. H.S. Haskins, a graduate 
of the Hyannis State Normal school was chosen to take his place. 
Miss Virtue Bowerman, who had done excellent work at West 
Falmouth for three years, resigned. Mr. H. M. Vaughan, a grad- 
uate of the Bridgewater State Normal school was secured to fill the 
vacancy. Miss Eva L. Swift, after three years of successful work 
at, Waquoit, resigned to take a place at Holbrook. Miss Marion E. 
Stone of Maine was elected as teacher at Waquoit. 


THE QUISSETT SCHOOL. 


The number of pupils enrolled in the Quissett school has for 
a long time been very small, the average daily attendance for the 
past ten years being only nine. During this time the highest 
daily attendance was eleven and the lowest seven. This is too 
small to be consistent with the best work. ; 

The committee has, therefore, decided to transfer the pupils 


of this school to the village. Here the pupils will come in con- 
tact with a larger number of companions and so will have more 
inspiration to work. During the noon hour the pupils will be in 
the care of the janitor of the school, thus relieving parents of this 
intermission. 

The transfer of the Quissett pupils will be made with the 
opening of school in the new building. 


SCHOOL MANAGEMENT. 


In this phase of school work the school committee, teachers 
and superintendent come in direct contact with the parents. 

We have in our schools children from several hundred differ- 
ent homes. It is not at all strange that the schools cannot be 
managed in all the minor details to the entire satisfaction of all 
these homes. Teachers and school officials are not infallible. 
However, I think they do their work as conscientiously as human 
beings generally do. 

Most school troubles are the result of misunderstandings. In 
such cases if the parent would go directly to the teacher, at the 
close of school hours, and go in the right spirit, the chances are 
that it would be for the best interests of all the parties concerned. 
It ought to be understood by all that teachers are not the natural 
enemies of the children under their care. In fact, next to his 
parents, the child has no better friend than his teacher. It is 
then highly important that these two interested parties should 
come in contact once in a while, and talk over their mutual charge 
—the child. 

It is not sufficient to take the child’s word for what transpires 
in school. The impressions of children on account of their im- 
matureness of judgment are more than likely to be colored by 
their feelings. Then too, children oftentimes like to create a sen- 
sation by putting the best side of their case to the front. In all 
such cases it is well to see the teacher, remembering always that 
the teacher has the best interest of the child at heart. 

The school is only one of the educational forces of the com- 
munity, for the home, the church, the street, the place and character 
of amusement all tend to shape the child’s life. 
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There is a source of complaint that is hard to reach from the 
standpoint of the school. It is that complaint against the work of 
the school from the homes where children have too free range as to 
keeping late hours, and where boys are allowed to lounge about 
on the streets. These children, even if no other harm is done 
them, on account of the loss of sleep and the waste of nervous 
energy will be unfitted to perform the duties of the school the 
following day. 


KINDERGARTEN. 


In the spring of 1900, a private kindergarten was started in 
the village through the efforts of a few women who were interested 
in the work, and who believed that the training obtained would be 
of much benefit to the little ones. The use of St. Barnabas parish 
house was generously donated, sufficient funds were raised to 
procure the necessary furniture, and a teacher engaged. The 
private kindergarten with Miss Ella L. Chamberlain as teacher, 
was maintained for about four years. 

At the last annual town meeting it was voted to establish a 
public kindergarten in the village of Falmouth. 

In September the school committee authorized the opening of 
the kindergarten with Miss Ella L. Chamberlain, the efficient 
kindergartener, in charge. During the fall this school has been 
held in the parish house with seventeen children in attendance. 

At the completion of the new school house, it will be moved 
into its new quarters which are up to date in every particular. 


GRADE WORK OF THE YEAR. 


In our last report we referred to the purpose of the elementary 
grades, bringing out the general scope of the work. I shall not 
repeat what was then said, further than to say that we are trying 
to keep the work on fundamental lines. It is still wise to magni- 
fy essentials. Together with these essentials, we must ever keep 
before us the great goal of instruction—the making of honest, in- 
telligent, moral citizens. 
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The grade work of the year may be briefly summarized as fol- 
lows:— 

READING.—No subject is of greater importance than reading. 
It is indeed the key that unlocks all else. Without good reading, 
that is, the ability to gather thought from the printed page, all 
advancement in other subjects is well nigh impossible. 

Experience has shown me the very great importance of 
thorough work in teaching primary children to read. If a child 
reads well, he usually gets on well in the other subjects. If he 
reads poorly, his work is more or less a failure all the way through. 

Children should not be pushed through the primary grades, 
for here is where the foundation for all future work is laid. 

The year’s work in reading has served to emphasize strongly 
the value of supplementary reading matter. Children need more 
than one reading book. Supplementary reading produces interest 
and naturalness, quick recognition of words and thought. Good 
reading matter has been furnished each school along literary, geo- 
graphical and historical lines, while the importance of the story 
has not been forgotten. 

One of the most important aims in the reading of the higher 
grades is the forming an acquaintance with the best literature and 
acquiring a love for good reading. To feel at ease with books is 
well worth striving for. 

Parents and teachers should guide children as to what books 
to read. In this age of many books and magazines, it is no small 
task even for an adult to know what is best worth reading. The 
pupils in the high school have never used the public library as 
much as at the present time. This is significant, as it indicates 
interest on the part of the pupils. 

Lancuage.—Most children dislike the study of grammar. 
In the old-time school, when each pupil selected his studies to suit 
his tastes, grammar was left in the rear. In fact, it was considered 
that grammar was of but little practical importance. And yet, 

“there are few accomplishments of greater importance than the 
ability to speak and write the English language with a fair degree 


of correctness. 
The candidate for admission to the high school, who hands in 
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a language paper thoughtfully written has very much in his favor. 

Our aim in the teaching of language is to make it practical - 
by giving much drill in properly conducted written exercises. 

Time devoted to any written work where the pupil does not 
have his attention called to his errors is well nigh wasted, as the 
pupil would thus become habituated by the errors he would devel- 
op. Very many of the errors may be corrected by the pupils 
themselves by having them rewrite the papers. Technical grammar 
still has a place in the grammar and high school grades. In the 
teaching of language as in all other studies, it is necessary for the 
teacher to map out her work for each day in advance, deciding 
what points in each lesson are to receive special attention, what 
points are to be reviewed, and what outside work is to be assigned. 
There is nothing that will take the place of thorough preparation 
on the part of the teacher. 

GrocrAPHy.—The object of the study of geography is the 
attainment of a real knowledge of the earth as the home of man. 
Minor details are soon forgotten. Geography should be made as 
real as possible to the child. The teaching of home geography 
should be the first step taken, for this is what the child sees and 
desires to know more about. It is the intention to introduce a 
text on home geography, to precede the regular text. The large 
number of pictures used in the teaching of geography is a 
new and helpful feature of the work. An effort is being made _ to 
relieve the subject of uninteresting memory work, and to arouse 
more interest in the important topics by bringing the reasoning 
power into action, as well as the memory. Constant use is being 
made of globes and maps. Map drawing should accompany the 
work, aiming for quick work rather than at the artistic, Geogra- 
phy should develop the child’s power of observation, imagination, 
judgment and memory. These ends can best be attained by not 
adhering to the textbook too closely, but by bringing in much 
material from the outside. 

History.—History and geography are closely related and 
should be correlated whenever possible. In the study of history 
as in geography, mere memory work should be avoided. Causes 
and effects are of the first importance in the mastery of history. 
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As a stimulant to the study of history all pupils of the eighth 
grade are supplied with a copy of Current Events, a weekly news- 
paper published expressly for schools. It is an aid in keeping 
pupils alive to the great issues of the day. 

Anirumertic.——Arithmetic in the elementary schools still 
occupies a larger share of time and attention than any other sub- 
ject. Beginning with oral work, when the children enter school, 
it holds a prominent place all through the primary and grammar 
grades. This continued attention to numbers should give good 
results. A good deal has been done in the past few years to 
eliminate topics of little practical value in the subject and to retain 
only those that have a direct bearing upon the conduct of business 
and affairs. However, it must be borne in mind that the study of 
arithmetic is of great diciplinary value. No subject is of greater 
practical value than arithmetic. It enters into nearly every 
position in life. No branch of learning requires such exact think- 
ing, hence it will ever remain one of the essentials in any system 
of education. 

The work in arithmetic in our schools is on a fairly good 
basis. Care is taken to secure correct process by the introduction 
of a large number of problems leading up to the topic in hand. 
The use of the Prince arithmetics, together with Wentworth’s 
texts in the grades and the practical arithmetic in the high school 
furnish the required drill along essential lines. 

Too much attention cannot be be given to cultivate the 
reasoning powers, the corner stone of all work in arithmetic. 

SpELLING.—Our work in spelling is both oral and written. I 
believe the old fashioned oral spelling has much to commend it. 
Much is now being said the country over about the poor spellers 
turned out by the schools; that the children of the present day 
are not able to spell as well as those of the old time school. This 
criticism was partly brought about by the fad of a few years ago, 
of throwing the spelling-book out of the schools and teaching spell- 
ing incidentally from reading, writing, etc. This was a beauti- 
ful theory, but did not work out well in practice. English 
spelling is so difficult that it requires a special text—a spelling 
book—and considerable time for its proper teaching. I do not 
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mean to say that spelling should be confined to the spelling recita- 
tion, by any means. Spelling should also be taught in dicta- 
tion and all other written work. Pupils should be taught the 
correct spelling of all new words whenever they come in contact 
with them in their studies. This may be done in the higher 
grades as well as in the lower. The tendancy of the present time 
is to give the subject a more important place in the courses of 
study. Many of the high schools have regular exercises in spell- 
ing. <A spelling book has recently been introduced into our high 
school. 

DRrawine.—We do some drawing in our schools; but it lacks 
that system and zeal which a special teacher of drawing would 
give to it. ‘There has in late years been a great change in the 
methods and aims of school drawing. It now holds a position of 
great importance in school work. Drawing is not taught now as 
an ornamental study. Its aim is not amusement. The aim sought 
in the new instruction is the same as that of language teaching, 
the developing of the mind and giving the pupil a medium for the 
expression of thought. The child is taught to see correctly, then 
his hand is taught to express skillfully what his eye sees. The 
vast majority of the towns of the commonwealth now have a 
special teacher of drawing. 

Waritine.—Penmanship has gone through many changes in 
our country during the past fifteen years. It is no wonder, 
therefore, that we are not well established in any system. For 
many years the Spencerian system was the recognized authority on 
all matters pertaining to the art of writing. We older ones have 
all been brought up in the Spencerian faith and have a certain 
reverence for it. It produced a great many excellent penmen, it 
also produced a greater number of poor penmen. About fifteen 
years ago the vertical idea took the land by storm. This system 
was easy to teach, produced a large number of legible writers and 
was devoid of ornamentation. The business world said there was 
too much sameness in it, and that it was too slow; it could not ‘be 
written rapidly enough. Thus the verdict was rendered, and verti- 
cal writing was led to the block. Asa result-of all this the medial 
system was brought forward, and is being used in a large number 
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of schools of the country. It is a system on a slant half way 
between the vertical and Spencerian systems. This system is in 
use in the schools of this town, and the pupils are making progress 
with it; but they have not yet gotten entirely over the vertical 
idea. We trust no further change will be necessary. 

PuysroLocy AND HyGienr.—A systematic course of study 
in physiology and hygiene is given. The higher grades use a 
text book and the lower grades receive oral instruction. The end 
and purpose of this instruction being to teach the child respect 
and care for his body and to show him the consequences of the 
violation of nature’s laws. In this connection I wish to speak of 
the interest that is now being taken in the value of moral instruc- 
tion in the public schools. Intellectual training is not sufficient 
in the making of good citizens, it must be backed up by good 
morals. It is not necessary that a stated time for the teaching of 
manners and morals should be set apart. The whole atmosphere 
of the school should be permeated with a spirit of righteousness 
and love. When will we learn the importance of it. All persons 
connected with the schools in any way should be of high moral 
standing. 

Dritt AND Revinw.—I have cautioned teachers about the 
importance of constant review and drill. It is only by “Line 
upon line and precept upon precept” that we progress in educa- 
tional matters. Much time must necessarily be given to fixing 
facts and essential processes. It does not matter so much whether 
a pupil has been through a book, as whether the book has been 
through the pupil. Thoroughness should be the watchword of 
every teacher. 


MUSIC. 


The results of the introduction of music into our schools have 
been such that the wisdom of putting in this branch of study is 
not now questioned. The children not only enjoy the singing 
hour, but it has a beneficial influence upon the ordinary work of 
the school room. Some new supplementary singing books have 
been added, thus giving the children a variety of material. The 
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work has been well done by the supervisor of music and the 
regular teachers. 

_ Below will be found the report of Mr. Walter H. Butterfield, 
who reviews at some length the work of the year. 


Mr. A. O. StanceEr, Supt. of Schools, 


DEAR Srr:—I present to you the report on music for the 
year 1904. 

At the opening of each fall term I find many children in the 
first grade who cannot understand our language. Music, being a 
universal language, offers a medium by which these children join 
with the English speaking children in harmonious song. 

At the close of the school year, last June, more ground had 
been covered than any year before, and three classes were far in 
advance of the work of their grades in previous years. 

This year the upper primary grades have been able to begin 
transposing from the figure work to the staff notation earlier than 
usual. 

The same careful attention has been given to tone production 
and interpretation as has been the plan from the beginning. 

Since the last report, there has been a noticeable change in 
the high school chorus. Several bass voices have developed and 
added a strength and solidity to the lowest part that has been 
wanting before.

LAWRENCE HIGH SCHOOL. 


The growth of the high school has in late years been 
one of the most remarkable features in the public school system 
of our land. 

As years go on there are stronger and more urgent reasons 
why the great majority of the youth of any community should 
complete one of the high school courses. 
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I believe the work of the Lawrence high school is efficient. 
There are four well rounded courses open to all, and without 
money and without price. Can a greater opportunity for the 
young be imagined. 

The commercial course is now on its second year. It is an 
attractive course and is destined to accomplish much for the 
community. Five typewriters are now in daily use and much 
drill is given along practical lines. The interest in the other 
courses is not lessened, but rather increased. One would go far 
to find a better equipped high school than we have in our own 


midst. 
The public will be interested in the following report of Mr. 


Stewart, the principal of the high school, who speaks of the year’s 
work in detail. 


REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF LAWRENCE HIGH SCHOOL. 
Mr. A. O. STANGER, Superintendent of Schools, 


Dear Sir:—I have the honor of submitting my third annual 
report of the work of the Lawrence High School. 

CoMMERCIAL DEPARTMENT.—Regarding the courses of study, 
I give more attention to the work of the commercial course for 
4wo reasons: it is a new departure, and it appeals strongly to the 
practical. In outlining a course of study for this department 
“business colleges furnish us with no models. The conditions of a 
‘high school vary too widely for it to adopt the methods of the 
-college. The latter institution does not concern itself with the 
-general development of its students, the greater part of them hay- 
ing usually had more than a grammar school education. The 
‘whole aim of the business college is to fit the boy in some subject 
-or subjects for a position in the shortest possible time. 

To the high school come pupils between twelve and fourteen 
years of age. Their faculties still need further training along 
-general lines in order for them to make the most of themselves. 
‘For them, I believe thoroughly in a four years’ course embracing, 
-in addition to those strictly commercial branches, . those subjects 
-which:must go hand in hand with this line of work, in order to 
:accomplish ‘the ‘best :possible results. 
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Such a course of study we have used the past year. After 
the first year’s experience, slight changes were made which I be- 
lieve have improved the course. The most radical change is the 
introduction of algebra with the thought of adding geometry. To 
be sure, these subjects are not strictly commercial branches, yet 
they should be included in a broad course of study. 

It may be, however, for the best interest of the town to make 
these non-commercial subjects elective. 

An idea regarding the contents of this department may be 
gained by a comparative study of the courses in the following table.

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It is to be noted that these courses embrace several subjects 
not considered commercial. And just here a word of explanation 
in regard to the typewriting in the Falmouth high school. In 
addition to the two lesson periods a week, each pupil is assigned 
two full practice periods making four full time periods a week. 

At the end of the first year we can say that the commercial 
department has accomplished the same amount of work as other 
such high school departments in the same class, while in some sub- 
jects more ground was covered. ‘This year’s classes are all larger, 
with ten from the Freshman class entering regularly the commer- 
cial course. 

In the subjects stenography and typewriting, in which the 
degree of proficiency attained depends entirely upon the amount 
of practice given to them, arrangements are made to allow a pupil 
to take as much work as he wishes, even though it be in advance 
of his class. This makes an opportunity for those who are 
specially apt in this line of work. A speed of ninety and one hun- 
dred words a minute has been reached. This year the number of 
time periods for stenography has been increased; this will show 
even better results at the end of the year. 

ImMpROVEMENT Socrery.—The Improvement Society contin- 
ues its beneficent influence in the school. The meetings are held 
regularly each month. At this time business matters are disposed 
of; then either an entertainment consisting of music and recitations 
follows; or the society resolves itself into a town meeting and con- 
siders the articles of a warrant. This warrant is drawn in proper 
form by a committee appointed by the society. This practice of 
learning lessons in civics by “doing them,” I believe to be along 
the right line of developing useful citizens. I embody here a re- 
port of the Purchasing Committee, handed me by a member of it. 

“During the past year, the purchasing committee has had the 
pleasure of selecting pictures, casts and plants for our building. 

Thinking it well that we should appreciate the beauties of 
our own country, the pictures include photographs of Niagara 
Falls, The Three Graces of the Yosemite, and The Rainbow Falls 
of the Yellowstone. It was thought that Boughton’s famous 
Return of the Mayflower, and John Alden and Priscilla, and also 
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a picture of the grand old Constitution might well find places on 
the walls of a New England school house. A picture of the Grand 
Canal of Venice, showing the Ducal Palace and the Campanile, 
was purchased for the literature class room. 

As our school has now quite a large number of pictures, the 
committee decided that more casts were needed. The following 
were selected: the Nike of Samothrace, a full length figure of 
Minerva, busts of Milton and Alexander Hamilton, and a relief of 
a Chariot Race from a model found at Herculaneum. One pedes- 
tal and three brackets were also purchased. 

It has always been the policy of the Improvement Society to 
spend its money for something that would last and could be en- 
joyed by later classes. This year the purchasing committee has 
set aside this custom and bought two fine araucarias, two rubber 
plants, and placed window boxes at three of the south windows. 
The plants have surely made our building look homelike and 
cheerful, and, we trust, they have given pleasure to all.” 

ATHLETICS.—The room fitted with punch bag, chest weighs, 
dumb bells, Indian clubs, horizontal bars, etc., is thoroughly en- 
joyed by the boys. They certainly exercise regularly if not sys- 
tematically. A physical examination of the pupils by one of our 
physicians, followed with advice regarding the kind of exercise to 
be taken by the individual, would not be amiss. 

The apparatus for out-of-door exercise has its share of use. 
One of the boys has written for me a record of field events which 
took place last month. 

“On November 17, 1904, Lawrence high school held an inter- 
class meet in which about twenty fellows took part. The meet 
was held on the high school athletic field and Mr. Stewart was the 
judge. The order of the events was as follows: 100 yard dash, 
shot put, 220 yard dash, hammer throw, running high jump and 
running broad jump. There were on the average about five entries 
in each event and the record in each was closely contested for. 
Murray won the 100 yard dash in a very fast sprint; A. E. Bragg 
won the shot put and Murray won the 220 yard dash. Newton 
won the hammer throw and the record for the running high jump 
was tied by Newton and Harding, both jumping 4 ft. 10 in. The 
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last event, which was the running broad jump, was won by W. M. 
Gifford. The meet emphasizes the fact that. there is a lot of good 
material for trackmen. It is intended at present to make the inter- 
class meet an annual event.” 

The good fortune of the boysis envied by the girls. A strong 
desire is manifest among them for a girls’ gymnasium. This is 
shown by the fact that they are doing something for themselves. 
They have organized a society for the purpose of encouraging 
athletics among themselves. The result to date is a renewed in- 
terest in basket ball. I would earnestly recommend that suitable 
apparatus be furnished them. 


Pustic Lisrary.—The public library has been of greater 
value to the school this year than previously. More library books 
have been used in the school room for parallel reading. The 
pupils also visit the library for the purpose of looking into sub- 
jects considered in school. This result has been brought about by 
the continued efforts of the librarian and of the trustees. These 
are some of the special privileges given us. To the pupils who 
come by train and by barge, the library is open Thursday noon. 
To the teachers, a “Teacher’s Card” is given. On this card many 
books may be drawn for a comparatively long time. Our teachers 
are also urged to visit the stack room and select the books of use 
in school work. 

These privileges prove to be of considerable advantage to the 
school. 


ATTENDANCE.—The record of attendance for the year is grat- 
ifying. The percentage for the school year 1902-1903 is 98.15; 
that of 1903-1904 is 94.64; a gain of 1.49 per cent. Considering 
the high per cent. of the previous year and the severity of last 
winter, this gain is very encouraging. The interest of the pupils 
in their work is greater than last year. This may account for the 
good attendance. 

I wish I might meet more of the scholars’ parents. In several 
cases a visit to the school or a chat at some social event has made 
the work of a pupil more effective. 

In reviewing the progress of the school 1 wish to recognize 
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the part of the assistant teachers in it. Their unflagging interest 
and cordial support have been a very great aid to me.
